This application contains datms directed to the following patentabty disQnct

Claiims 1-3 are directed to a cDmposition comprising as. one of the essentiai 
components a sityt group^ncttonalized polyether (A) having a dlfierent structure tiiat 
depends on tlie precursors from which It is derived. For instance, daim 4 contemplates 
that (A) Is prepared by hydrosilylation of a polyether derivatized with alkenyl groups with 
an OTganosDicon compound bearing Si-H residues. Claim 5 discloses a polymer (A) 
derived from a hydfoxyt group^containing polyether and an organosilicon compound 
bearing an isocyanate group. (Ostensibly, the isocyanate group Is not bonded dtrecUy 
to the sllicpn atom but the daim does not exclude this possibility.} Claim 6 requires (A) 
to be formed by reacting a polyether featuring isocyanate-terniinal groups and an 
organosilicon compound bearing amine gmups. Finally, ciairn 7 stipulates that (A) is 
prepared by reacting a polyether bearing all^enyi moieties with an organosilicon 
compound containing mercapto groups. 

Claims 8-1 1 and 12-15 further limit claims 2 and 3 respectively in precisely the 
same fashion as claims 4-7 further limit claim 1 . The polymer delineated in claims 4, 8, 
and 1 2 reprssent one species, that in daims 5, 9, and 1 3 a second species, that in 
claims 6, 10, and 14 a third species, and that In daims 7, 11, and 15 a fourth species. 
Each species has different structural attributes, in particular a different organic residue 
connecting the polyether backbone and the silicon atom by virtue of the different 
synthetic approaches used to make each embodiment and, hence, would require the

employment of different search terms, and poraibly subdas^es, to find the most 
relevant prior art. 

Applicant is required under 35 121 to elect a single disdosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the daims sliali be restricted if no generic daim is 
finaily held to be allowable. Currently, daims 1-3 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must Indude an Identification 
of the spades that Is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all daims 
readable ttiereon; induding any daims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or thai ail daims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to oon^deration 
of daims to additional species whidi depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provkied by 37 CFR 1 .141. If daims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected spedes. 
MPEP § 809,02(a). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to ihis requirement to be complete must 
Indude (1) an election of a spedes or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) IdentificatiQn of the claims 
encompassing the elected Invention. 

The electton of an Invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
resen^e a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not
